REBUILD BIG 
BRIDGE 


Structure, Whipped By 
High Winds Cost 
$6,400,000 


TACOMA, Wash., (lP)—The Wash- 
ington Toll Bridge Authority today 
proceeded with plans to rebuild the 
four-month-old $6,400,000 Tacoma 
Narrows suspension bridge, the re- 
mains of which were lying in the 
mud in the bottom of Puget Sound. 

The bridge, third longest suspen- 
sion span in the world, was whip- 
ped to pieces yesteerday in a 35- 
mile gale. It linked the Pacific 
northwest’s three major defense 
units—Fort Lewis and McChord 
Field near Tacoma, and the Puget 
Sound navy yard at Bremerton. 
Hastily reconditioned ferries were 
put into service today between Point 
Defiance and Gig: Harbor. 


While bridge experts argued about 
what caused the span to disinte- 
grate, engineers at the Uniersity of 
Washington tinkered with a $14,500 
model to eliminate the “bugs” from 
the new one. 

Charles E. Andrew, former assist- 
ant chief engineer on the San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge, who 
built the Tacoma Narrows span, and 
he originally had planned for open 
truss construction, which would of- 
fer less wind resistance. Another 
engineer, he said, had substituted 
flat girders. Another theory was 
that the wind against the side of 
the structure had caused it to vi- 
brate as a paper vibrates when the 
edge is blown. Still another sugges- 
tion was that the bridge had col- 
lapsed under harmonic motion set 
up by the wind. 

By strange coincidence, Prof. ; 
B. Farquharson of the University 
civil engineering department was 
able to take motion pictures of the 
collapse. Equipped with two cam- 
eras, Farquharson had been filming 
the normal sway of the bridge to 
aid in his study of the “ripple.” 


“About a half-hour after I ar- 
rived,” he said, “it started a lateral 
twisting motion in addition to its

RUSSIA NOT SATISFIED WITH TERRITORIAL GAINS, 
SAYS WAR EXPERT; COMMISSAR WARNS 


AGAINST ENEMY “TRICKS”

Indications that Russia is not 
satisfied with her recent territorial 
gains and remains suspicious of 
possible future attacks are contain- 
ed in the address delivered recently 
at Moscow’s celebration of the So- 
viet Union’s twenty-third birthday 
by defense commisar Marshal 
Timoshenko. His appeal to the army 
not to remain “content” and his 
warning against “tricks of our for- 
eign enemies” have direct associa- 
tion with present events in south- 
eastern Europe. 

Marshal Timoshenko’s frank 
statement is the first formal Rus- 
sian pronouncement since Italy in- 
vaded Greece and possible Turkish 
involvement in the war became a 
subject of pressing interest for 
Moscow. His emphasis that the en- 
tire Russian people must maintain 
a state of mobilization and prepar- 
edness because of the danger of 
military attack undoubtedly is de- 
signed to produce psychological un- 
certainties in the capitals of the 
axis powers and probably Tokyo as 
well. 

The Russian army has shown no 
such sympathy for German and 
Italian military operations in the 
present war as would imply mutal- 
ity of interests. Moscow military 
publications have frankly express- 
ed skepticism of Germany’s ability 
to conquer Great Britain and more 
recently have indicated doubt about 
the results of Italian ambitions in 
Greece. 

Now Marshal Timoshenko reit- 
erates Stalin’s instructions for Rus- 
sia to continue on guard against 
tricks of foreign enemies, and the 
danger of surprise. Moscow consid- 
ers all non-communist states to be 
potential enemies but more specif- 
ically only Germany and Italy in 
Europe and Japan in Asia call for 
continuous alertness by the Russ- 
ians against tricks and surprise. 

The whole tenor of the defense 
commissar’s declaration shows 
clearly that Russia remains suspi- 
cious of her powerful neighbors and 
does not intend to let down her 
guard. It is apparent that while 
Russia is in this mood, proclaimed 
publicly by the director of her 
armed forces, the axis dictators 
cannot place unreserved trust in 
assurances that Moscow is indiffer- 
ent to further expansion of Ger- 
man and Italian influences. 

Nor will it be possible for Japan 
to find satisfaction in Marshal 
Timoshenko’s sharp words of dis- 
trust of Russia’s enemies.” What- 
ever agreement Moscow may make 
with her Oriental neighbor will 
have to be accepted with reserva- 
tions, just as Germany and Italy 
cannot afford a future major mil- 
itary policy on a belief that Russia 
compliance will remain unbroken.

Germany Claims Destruction 
Of Convoy In Mid- 
Atlantic |

Great Britain today reported one 
of the greatest aerial attacks of the 
war on the Ruhr Valley war fac- 
tories, Germany claimed the de- 
struction of a British convoy in the 
mid-Atlantic, and Greece appeared 
to be striking again at the Italian 
base of Koritza in the frontier 
mountains of Albania. 

British bombers ranging far over 
Germany and German - occupied 
territory made an “exceedingly” 
heavy attack on the famous Krupp 
arms factories at Essen, which was 
bombed for the 16th time since the 
war started. Many other oil and 
factory targets also were attacked, 
the air ministry at London report- 
ed, bringing to 2,000 the number of 
raids made by British squadrons on 
German bases. 

Attacks from Greek airports con- 
tinued against Italy, with Rome ad- 
mitting the bombing of the big 
fascist air and sea base of Brindisi 
and the Albanian base of Valona, 
both terminals for transport to the 
Greek war front. 

Axis air fleets continued to pound 
at London and other British objec- 
tives, and it was disclosed that the 
Tower of London, St. Clement Danes 
Church in the Strand were among 
world-famous buildings damaged by 
nazi bombs in recent days.

Ickes Hands In

Scores Press In Conference 
With Reporters After 
Campaign 


WASHINGTON, (iP) — Secretary 
of Interior Harold L. Ickes said 
that, folowing custom, he was ten- 
dering his resignation te President 
Roosevelt to allow the chief execu- 
tive a free hand in appointing a 
new cabinet. 

“My resignation is at the White 
House,” Ickes said at a press coen- 
ference yesterday. “This is custem- 
ary and I did it four years ago. 

“I believe the President should be 
left. a free hand at a time like this 
to reshuffle or recreate his cabinet. 
He has a mighty task before him. 
My resignation was made in good 
faith.” 

Asked if he favored the sugges- 
tion that Wendell L. Willkie he in- 
cluded in the cabinet, Ickes replied: 

“I am not going to offer public 
suggestions to President Roosevelt 
on that.” 

He handed reporters the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Today, through the correspan- 
dents at this press conference, I 
wish to address a friendly inquiry 
and also an invitation to the news- 
paper publishers of this natiqn. 

“We have just come through a 
great presidential campaign with 
the result that you know. During 
the campaign, much was said of the 
function of a free press in a dem- 
ocracy, Now we find, according to 
Editor & Publisher, that eight years 
ago our citizens elected a president 
who was supported by only 40 per 
cent of our daily press. Four years 
ago we elected a president whe was 
supported by only 36 per cent of 
the press. Last Tuesday, we elected 
a president who was supported by 
less than 23 per cent of our daily 
press.

Jesus Appoints the Twelve 
(Armistice Sunday) 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for Nov. 
10 is Luke 6, the Golden Text be- 
ing Luke 6:31, “As ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye also 
to them likewise.’’) 


THE SIXTH chapter of St. 
Luke which is the lesson for to- 
day, is a beautiful recital of Jesus’ 
life on earth and His teachings. 
We see Him walking with His dis- 
ciples, choosing the men who are 
to carry His message to the peo- 
ple after He is gone, healing the 
sick, teaching the multitudes, and 
answering the hpyocritical lead- 
ers of the established church to 
whom observance of the letter of 
the law and custom were the real 
religion—not attitude of mind and 
Christian actions. 

Walking through the wheat 
fields with His disciples on a Sab- 
bath day, talking with them, cer- 
tain of the Pharisees, always hop- 
ing to catch Him in some indiscre- 
tion by which they could arrest 
and bring Him before the authori- 
ties, called His attention to the 
fact that His companions were 
picking wheat or barley, rubbing 
them between their hands and 
eating the kernels. The Bible says 
they were picking the “corn,” but 
corn as we know it in America 
was unknown in Jesus’ day, and 
other cereals were then called 
corn. The Pharisees said this act 
was unlawful on the Sabbath. 
Rules for the observance of this 
day were very strict, you remem- 
ber But Jesus answered them that 
David, the very pillar of the 
church, when he and his follow- 
ers were hungry, had gone so far 
as to eat the shew-bread from the 
temple, which was supposed to be 
eaten only by the priests. This 
quieted the Pharisees for the time. 


Heals Withered Arm 


on another occasion, however, 
Jesus went to the synagogue on a 
Sabbath and taught. A man with 
a withered right arm came to Him 
to be healed, and the Pharisees 
watched to see what the Lord 
Lord would do. Reading their 
thoughts, Jesus told the man to 
stand up in their midst, then He 
said to the Pharisees: ‘I will ask 
you one thing: Is it lawful on the 
Sabbath days to do good or to do 
evil? to save life or to destroy it?” 

To the man He said: “Stretch 
forth thy hand.”’ He did so, and it 
was made whole. It infuriated 
these priests to be so baffled by 
the man they refused to recognize 
as the Messiah. They were “mad- 
dened,” the Bible says, and ‘‘com- 
muned with one another what 
they might do to Jesus.” 

After a night of prayer in the 


mountain, Jesus chose His twelve 
apostles: Simon, whom He also 
called Peter, and Andrew, his 
brother; James and John, Phillip 
and Bartholomew, Matthew and 
Thomas, James and Simon, Judas, 
brother of James, and Judas 
Iscariot, afterward the traitor 


With these men He came down 
to the plains, and the multitude 
gathered close around Him, trying 
to touch the hem of His garment, 
for ‘went virture out of Him,” and 
just to touch His garments healed 
them of their ills 

“And He lifted up His eyes on 
His disciples, and said Blessed be 
ye poor: for yours is the kingdom 
of heaven. Blessed are ye that 
hunger now: for ye shall be filled. 
Blessed are ye that weep now: for 
ye shall laugh,” and so on to the 
end of the chapter. 

Some are inclined to think that 
this is the same as the Sermon on 
thé Mount, of Matthew five and 
seven, and others call this the 
Sermon on the Plains in distinc- 
tion to the Sermon on the Mount. 
They are very similar in content, 
only differently worded, as might 
very well be when two different 
men repeat them at different 
times. For us laymen it ts better 
not to argue about the matter, 
but to cherish in our hearts the 
precepts of our Savior, and try to 
live according to them. 


Would End Troubles 


Do you realize that all the trous 
bles of this very unhappy world 
would be over if men lived life as 
Christ asked? If. instead of hat- 
ing our enemies, we tried to un- 
derstand their difficulties, and to 
help them, if we prayed for them 
instead of cursing them? 

“Be ye therefore merciful, as 
your Father also is merciful. 

“Judge not, and ye shall not be 
judged: condemn not, and ye shall 
not be condemned: forgive and ye 
shall be forgiven.” 

Hating the deeds of wickedness, 
but not hating the doers thereof. 
Isn't that one of the hardest 
things to do? Jesus’ parable helps 
us to see how hating hinders us 
from helping ‘‘Can the blind lead 
the blind? Shall they not both fall 
in the ditch? 

“And why beholdest thou the 
mote in thy brother's eye, but per- 
ceivest not the beam that is in 
thine own eye? .. . “first cast 
the bearn out of thine own gye, 
and then shall thou see clearly to 
pull out the mote that is in thy 
brother’s eye.” 

Let each one of us take the 
Golden Text as our rule of life and 
try to live up to it. “As ye would 
that men should do to you, do also 
to them likewise.”

of communication. The German 
high command reported that a 
German surface raider—probably a 
10,000-ton pocket battleship — had 
destroyed an entire convoy of 15 to 
20 British merchant ships totaling: 
86,000 tons. 

The convoy apparently was de- 
stroyed Tuesday, when two British 
ships—the Rangitiki and the City 
of Cornish—sent out distress calls, 
reporting that a German raider of 
the Graf Spee type was attacking 
the convoy. 

The nazi version was that the} 
convoy was attacked with such 
speed and skill that the other ves- 
sells were not even able to send out 
calls for help. They said that the 
86,000 tons sunk was all merchant 
ships, indicating that warships 
(probably armed merchantmen) 
also had been destroyed in the bat- 
tle. 

British naval craft were under- 
stood to be atetmpting to track 
down the sea Raider, in the same 
manner that the Graf Spee was de- 
stroyed in a battle off Uruguay.
